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6 WEEKS OF MOURNING, PRAYER SET 


Memorial Services, 
Broadcasts, Fasts 
Set For Period 


Special 

NEW YORK — The J ws of 
America will mourn the loss of 
2 million European Jews exter- 
minated by Hitler and make ur- 
gent pleas for governmental ac- 
tion to rescue as many as possible 
of those remaining in Nazi-held 
Europe, during a six-week “Per- 
iod of Mourning and Interces- 
sion,” proclaimed by the Syna- 
gogue Council of America. 

»This Period will start on the 
closing day of Passover, April 
26-27 (in orthodox and conserva- 
tive synagogues, it is April 27, 
in reformed temples, April 26), 
which is a customary day of me- 
morial in Jewish life, and con- 
tinue until the observance of 
Shavuoth, June 9. This extends 
over the Safirah Season, tradi- 
tionally a period of mourning. 

A special memorial service in 
synagogues throughout the land: 
on the last day of Passover will 
usher in the Period of Mourning 
and Intercession. The week fol- 
lowing will be a week of mourn- 
ing to be observed in the tradi- 
tion of Shivah (mourning for the 
dead). It will culminate on Sun- 
day, May 2, the Day of Interces- 
sion, which has also been desig- 
nated by the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America, 
for observance by Protestants 
throughout the country, as a 
“Day of Compassion of the Jew- 
ish Victims of Nazi Barbarism.” 
Non-Jews Join In 

A resolution adopted on March 
16, by the Federal Council of 
Churches, setting this day, urges 
“the Christian people throughout 
the country to give their moral 
supvort to whatever measures af- 
ford promise of rescuing Euro- 
pean Jews,” that appeals to our 
government to give full consider- 
ation to plans of rescue. 

Such plans are now being pre- 
sented to the government by the 
newly created United Jewish 
Emergency Relief Committee, 
composed of representatives of 
the American Jewish Committee, 
The American Jewish Congress, 
B’nai Brith, the Jewish Labor 
Committee, the Zionist Emergen- 
cv Committee, the Agudas Israel, 
the Union of Orthodox Rabbis 
and the Synagogue Council of 
America. 

May 2 Special Day 

Special events on May 2 will 
include interfaith gatherings with 
prominent Jews and Christians 
as the speakers, and a nation- 
wide radio broadcast sponsored 
by the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews. The com- 
bined voices of Protestants, Cath- 
olics and Jews will be raised in 
behalf of the Jews of Europe, 
against whom Hitler is carrying 
out a systematic policy of ruth- 
less extermination.

It was a heart-to-heart talk 
in which the Jewish editors and the head of the American 
Jewish Committee took a great liking to each other. What 
the participants liked most was the frankness and sincerity 


with which Judge Proskauer outlined his attitude on the major 
and complicated problems in Jewish life. Many of them ad.) 
mitted that there is logic in Mr. Proskauer’s attitude towards _ 
Palestine. The policy of the American Jewish Committee on 
the Palestine issue emerged in quite a new light after the inter. 
pretation by Judge Proskauer of the statement on Palestine 
adopted at the annual meeting of the Committee. The group 
also very much impressed by Judge Proskauer’s views on the 
American Jewish Assembly, on unity in American-Jewish life, 
on action in Washington for the rescue of Jews from Nazi- 
held lands, and on other important matters. Another Jewish 
leader who made an excellent impression on editors of the 
New York Jewish press is Adolph Rosenberg, president of the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations. Most of the New 
York editors met him for the first time, and after hearing his 
intimate talk on American Jewish problems, admitted that it 
was their loss not to have met this Cincinnati Jewish notable 





before. 





SIDELIGHTS: At least one Jewish organization in Amer- 
ica has received a letter from a central Jewish body in Ru- 
mania asking Jews in the democracies to pay attention to the 
Rumanian offer to permit Jews to leave the country. This let- 
ter, which reached the United States through a neutral country, 
discloses that a Rumanian ex-senator is now in Turkey with 
the details of the offer. . . Interested bodies in a neutral Euro- 
pean country are now trying to contact the Rumanian ex- 
legislator in order to find out what the plans actually are. 
The letter from Rumania, which was signed by a responsible 
Jewish person in Bucharest, emphasized that the plan “is not 
a second Struma affair,” thus indicating that transportation 
would be available if the Rumanian proposals are accepted... 
A thirteen-point program for urgent and effective relief-and- 
rescue work for Jews in Nazi Europe has been prepared by 
the Joint Committee on the European Emergency Jewish Situ- 
ation which is composed of all major central Jewish organ- 
izations. . .

Though Willkie thinks it 
is probably unrealistic to believe that such a complex question 
as the Arab-Jewish one, can be solved by good will and simple 
honesty, he was very much impressed with Miss Szold’s views.

Science has given new 
canons of logic; The liberal view 
of the modern state has changed 
our relationship to our govern. 
ment; and modern economic con. 
ditions play havoc with the 
punctilios of the Shulchan Aruch, 


Dr. Markowitz is sensitive 
all the difficulties which bedeyj} 
the thinking Jew. And it is this 
implicit sympathy which gives 
virtue to his book. He shows 
by a wealth of illustrations ang 
suggestions how the modern Jew 
can reclaim his religion. He may 
not be able to don the leather 
phylacteries for the traditional 
morning service, but he and his 
family can develop the habit of 
daily prayers, and he can in. 
stitute the practice of pronounc- 
ing Grace before and after meals, 
and in this way cultivate the 
Jewish sentiment of gratitude. 


The Jew of Sauk Center can- 
not observe the protocol of Sab- 
bath as it was observed by his 
ancestor in the ghetto of Lublin, 
and yet the day can afford him 
and his family a/,rich spiritual 
experience if he wills it. He and 
the members of his household 
can become regular worshippers 
at the Friday Evening Service 
in ‘the synagogue. The Jewish 
mother—it is upon her that much 
depends—can restore such Sab- 
bath rituals, as the blessing of 
the candles and the accoutering 
of the ceremonial table. And if 
a part of the day is devoted toa 
discussion of the Rabbi’s sermon 
or to the reading of the weekly 
Torah portion, or to other Jew- 
ish activities of an intellectual 
nature, it will be found that the 
Sabbath has again become a 
source of moral strength. 


What is possible for the Sab- 
bath, is also possible for Pass- 
over, Yom Kippur, Rosh Hasnh- 
ana and other holidays. In each 
instance Dr. Markowitz is very 
resourceful. (If the book suffers 
from anything, it is from an em: 
barrassment of riches.) I should 
also like to recommend the chap- 
ter on Palestine, which shows 
how the Zionist achievement 
can be a source of pleasure and 
inspiration to the Jewish child 
and adult. And if the enterpris- 
ing young Jewish housewife will 
consult the appendix she will 
find that latkes, blintzes, knaid- 
lach, and kugel are not gastro- 
nomic mysteries to which an 
impious age has been denied the 
key. 


“Leading a Jewish Life in the 
Modern World” is not for the 
shelf. It should be on the table, 
and it should be well thumbed. 
The Union of American Hebrew 
Congregationss should be com- 
mended for its policy of clothing 
books of Jewish content in a 
decent outer raiment, and print- 
ing them in a type which will 
not induce eyestrain or a mi- 
graine.
